PRIESTMURDERED 


AT ALTAR RAILING 


Anarchist Shoots Denver Pas- 
tor Down as\He Pretends 
to Be Partaking of 
Holy Sacrament. 


PANIC FOLLOWS THE ACT. 


Police Reserves Called Upon to 
Prevent Lynching of Assas- 
sin; Says He Did Not 
Know Victim. 


. Denver, Colo., Feb. 28.—{Special.]—The 
Rev. Father Leo Hendricks, pastor of St. 
Elizabeth's Catholic church, was shot down 
at the altar today by an anarchist, to whom 
he had just given holy communion. 

His slayer, who fired while kneeling at the 
altar, immediately after recetving the conse- 
crated wafer, was rescued from lynching 
only after a struggle by the police. He de- 
clared he Wid not know the murdered priest, 
and said he shot because “ he was an anarch- 
ist and hated alt priests, because they were 
unfair to the/working man.” 

The tragedy was enacted at 6 o’clock mags. 
Father Leo was officiating, and had taken 
his place just inside the altar railing. Kneel- 
ing between two women just outside was 
Giuseppe Guarnaccto, the slayer. 

The priest placed the sacrament on the 
man’s tongue and he pretended to take it. 
Then, with an expression of disgust, the as- 
sassin spat it out. As he did so he quickly 
drew a revolver from his hip pocket. 


Priest Warned Too Late. 

Look out, father,“ screamed a little altar 
boy, but before the priest could move Guar- 
naccto placed the revolver against the pas- 
tor’s comrhunion robes, directly over the 
heart, and pulled the trigger. There wasa 
muffied report, and Father Leo fell prove in 
front of the altar. 

“ My God, my God,” he gasped, and died 
almost immediately. 

With an inarticulate scream of triumph 
the assassin sprang into the aisle and, way- 
ing the smoking gun above his head, made 
for the door. The hundred or more persons 
in the church stood dazed with horror and 
astonishment and for a moment no sound 
was heard except the steps of the slayer hae- 
tening to the door of the church. 

Then a woman's shriek was Tt was 
the signa! for the loosening of the congrega- 
tion's stupefied emotions, and in an instant 
panic reigned. Some women fainted and 
others became hysterical. Several men 
rushed to the ald of the stricken priest and 
Others after the slayer. 


Priests Succor the Dying. 
Amid all the excitement the Franciscan 


silently brought the candles for the dead 
and placed them beside the pastor superior 
where he lay. 

The fleeing slayer succeeded in passing 
practically all the congregation before they

his first opposition when E. J. Quigley 
jumped into the disle and, despite the threat- 
ening revolver, sprang at the assessin. 

In attempting to avold Quigley the mur- 
derer slipped and fell, striking his face on the 
doorstep and cutting a gash in the upper lip. 
He was up again in a moment, however, and 
comtinued his flight. Patrolman Daniel 
Cronin, who was in the church, darted after 
the runner, overtaking him at the front steps. 


Overcome After Hard Fight. 

Cronin drew his revolver, placed it close te 
the Italian’s stomach, and ordered him to 
surrender. A terrific struggle ensued, and 
the slayer tried with ali his might to murder 
the patrotman. Others came to Cronin's aid 
and Guarnaccto was clubbed Into submigsion. 

The angered congregation was pouring out 
of the church by this time and ald the police 
reserves were called upon to prevent lymch-~ 
ing. Guarnaccto was hurried/to the city jail 
under heavy guard and later removed to the 
county jail for greater safety. A heavy 
guard was placed about the jail and algo 
about the church. 

Later groups of m@ began to congregate 
about the county jail, and, after a consulta- 
tion, the authorities decided to take Guar- 
naccto out of town. He was hustled into an 
automobile and a fast run was made to Little- 
ton, fourteen miles from Denver, where a 
train was boarded for Colorado Springs. 
Deputy Coroner Daniel Hayes took charge 
of Father Leo's body, which was removed to 
the city morgue. A single hole in the white 
communion robes of the priest showed the 
bullet had gone straight to the heart. The 
bullets remaining in the revolver had sharp- 
ened points. 


Slayer Tells His Story. 

Despite the fact Guarnaccto admitted he 
had lived at Paterson, N. J., he denied he 
knew the man he slew today. He told Chief 
of Police Delany, Sheriff Nisbet, and several 
detectives wht questioned him that he 
started out this morning with the intention 
of killing four priests. Had he succeeded in 
eluding capture, he says, he would have gone 
from one church to another until his vow 
had been carried out. Ina statement given 
out tonight he said: 

“I went over there because I have a 
grudge against all priests. They are all 
against the working man. I went to the 
communion rail because I could get a better 
shot. I did not give a d—— whether he was 
a German priest or any other kind of a priest. 
They are all in the same class. 

“I left Italy three months ago, went first 
to Central America, and then came to the 
United States, and to Denver. I am an an- 
archist, and I am proud of tt. I shot him. 
and my only regret is that I could not have 
shot the ole bunch of priests in the 
church. I/am a shoemaker, but have not 
worked since ng to Denver.” 

the papers taken from the assassin 
was a list of assassinations, from the mur- 
der of Czar Paul ot Russia ih 1801 to the 
killing of the king of Farttaks within the last 
month. A miniature Italian flag pasted at 
the head of the Het Guarnacco declared had 
no significance whatever. No notes or com- 
ment of any kind were inseribed or attached 
to the list. 


FTFuneral to Be at Paterson. 

Father Eusebius, senior assistant pastor to 
Father Leo, tonight received a telegram from 
the Father Provincial at Paterson, N. J., re- 
questing that the body of the murdered priest 
be shipped there for interment. This will be 
done and funeral services will be held here 
Wednesday morning.

Vehicle Caught Between Gates with No 


Chance to Escape. 


New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.]—A coach in 
which five men and four women were return- 
ing to Spring Valley after attending a bas- 
ketball game in Nyack was struck by an 
Ontario and Western Mountain express at 
the West Nyack crossing early this morning. 
Four persons ‘were killed outright and two 


died later. 


The other three are in the North 


Hudson hospital in Weehawken and it is like- 


ly that at least one will die.

The engineer sald he didn't realize 
what he hit until he saw a part of the carryall 
on the pilot of the engine and women's cloth- 
ing could be séen ä from the wreck- 
age. 

The engineer, whose name is Turner, start- 
ed the rescue work, while the fireman quickly 
called the rest of the train crew. 


Five Pinned to Pilot. 


Some of the passengers also got out and 
helped. Five of the victims were pinned 
down mid the wreckage on the pilot. They 
were Miss Palmer, Henry Dieterlein, Warren 
Palmer, George Sunn, and Miss Bird. Sin- 
gularly enough every one of the victims 
who had been carried along in this perilous 
position for a quarter of a mile was alive 
when help came. The other four, who had 
been pitched to one side of the track, were 
killed instantly. 

The train crew had trouble removing the 
wrecked portion of the carryail from the 
pilot. The force of the blow had been so 
great that pieces of wood had been driven in 
between the pilot bars, and the whole thing 
was held fast. Apparently the engine had 
hit the carryall just behind the front wheel. 

The wounded, as fast as they were re- 
moved. were carried to the baggage car, 
where beds of cushions and pillows had been 
improvised. 

Some of the l Valley people who have 
made an inquiry say they believe the stage 
was caught between the two gates, the one 
on the east side, nearest the vehicle. being 
up, while the other one was down, barring 
their escape. 

Crash in Ohio Fatal. 

Cambridge, O., Feb. 2.—[(Special.j}—One 
person was killed and fifteen hurt in a col- 
lision between two electric cars on the Byes- 
ville interurban line tonight. Miss Rose 
Clancey was killed instantly. Of the injured 
who probably will die are Motorman Robert 
Allission, Conductor Mecullen, and Cather- 
me Clancey, sister of Rose Clancey. 

One of the care had just rounded a curve 
and gone on to a short trestle. A city car 
was but a. few feet behind, and both oars 
were traveling at high speed. The trolley 
of the interurban slipped and the rear car 
stnashed into the one forward, nearly tele- 
scoping it.

Some of them were not 
fu clothed and still were arranging their 
garments under the instruction of their at- 
tendants. One man stood barefooted in ths 
snow while he drew shoes from his pockeis 
and prepared to put them on. 

Hear More About “Orgies.” 

In the course of the afternoon Attorney 
W._N. Hairgrove was questioned closely 
about the orgies which attendants at the in- 
stitution are supposed to grace at the house 
of a woman who lives near the institution. 
Mr. Hairgrove added details to the story 
which already had reached the committee, 
declaring that both men and women em- 
ployed in the asylum took part in these “ af- 
fairs.” 

Mr. Hairgrove also was questioned about 
the coal contracts and declared that coal 
for the asylum could be purchased at 4 con- 
siderably lower figure than that now being 
paid under the contracts which are under in- 
vestigation. He declared that the Auburn 
and Alton Coal company recently had con- 
signed a better grade of coal to Chicago at 6 
cents a ton. A trip also was made to the 
office of State’s Attorney Albert Van Winkle, 
who told practically the same story of the 

Jacksonville Coal company’s contract. 

The committee will investigate the asylum 
for the blind and “the institution for deaf 
mutes today. In the evening the body prob- 
ably will go to Pontiac to make a preliminary 

study of the situation. On Thursday the full 
comenittee will resume hearings at Lincoln. 
Asylum Cows Tubercular. 

Peoria, III., Feb. 23.— [Special. Following 
tuberculosis tests applied to the herd of thirty 
cows which supply milk to the inmates of the 
Bartonville insane asylum twenty of the 
number were today found to show traces of 
the malady. They were condemned and will 
be shipped to the Chicago market to be sold 
for rendering purposes. The inmates of the 
asylum are not thought to be in danger of 
contracting tuberculosis because of the pro- 
tection afforded by the pasteurizing plant op- 
erated at the institution. ;

YATES IS N RACE; 
TELLS PUBLIC 80. 
All Other Republican Candi- 


dates for Governor, Except 
Deneen, May Retire. 


QUEER FEALTY TO BRYAN 


Illinois Democrats Will Support 
Him, but Cling to Roger 
Sullivan Also. 


Former Gov. Richard Yates has annoynced 
that he will be a candidate again for the 
office of the chief executive of Illinois. His 
official statement was issued yesterday after- 
noon at Springfield. 

It is generally accepted in Chicago thet his 
entry means that the fight will be between 
Gov. Deneen and the latest aspirant for the 
nomination. While tHe ultimate effect will be 
the withdrawal of other candidates, it is not 
believed that this will be reached at once. 

It is believed also that without a promise 
that he should have a clear field, with the 
exception of Gov. Deneen's candidacy, the 
former governor woud not have declared | 
himself as a candidate. 


Yates Says He Will Bun. 

Mr. Yates’ statement follows: 

“T have decided to be a candidate for the 
republican nomination for governor at the 
general primary election Aug. 8, 1908. I do 
this because, after full investigation, I be- 
lieve there ie now an opportunity for the 
first time in this state for an effectual and 
real ‘appeal to the people’ (instead of to 
conventions and committees) under pro- 
visions of the new direct plurality primary 
election law, which was not approved until 
a few days ago. RIcHARD YATEs.”’ 

While the new candidate would not discuss 
his statement it is expected he will begin 
at an early date a speech making campaign 
that will include every county of the state. 
The prospective organization to be estab- 
Hshed to conduct the Yates campaign is the 
subject of considerable speculation among 
the politicians. It is expected by some that 
the new candidate will take up the Taft issue 
in Illinois amd endeavor to make the race as a 
Roosevelt administration candidate. 


Others May Quit the Field. 


Speaker Shurtleff, the leading anti-Den 
candidate now in the field, did not express 
any surprise when informed of the Yates an- 
nouncement. He acted as if he had ex- 
pected it, but would not say what he in- 
tended doing. 

“There is no statement I can make to- 
night, he seid, that would be of interest. 
Some time during the week, however, I may 
have something to say bearing on the situa- 
tion. At this moment there is nothing I 
can.” ‘ 

Judge W. M. McEwen, the other avowed 
candidate in the field, has been practically 
out of the race ever since the primery law 
was passed. It has been known he was only 
waiting for Mr. Yates to declare himself to 
get formally out of the way. 

The other tentative candidates, who had 
been considering what they should do, all got 
off the fence after the primary act. They rec- 
ognized their getting into the fight would 
simply help Gov. Deneen. It is pretty well 
understood, however, Mr. Yates had assur- 
ances he was to have a clear field against 
a single opponent before he announced him- 
self, and this plan is expected to work out. 

Ignore Bryan’s Demands. 

It sounds like lese majesty, but the demo- 
crats of IHinois are a a. disposition to 
treat the outbursts of unnam Jennings 
Bryan in the same manner tn which a firm 
parent handles the disturbances made by a 
petulant child. They will simply ignore them. 

This does not mean that the fifty-four dele- 
gates from the state to the Denver conven- 
tion will not be instructed to Vote for Mr. 
Bryan aa the party candidate for president 
“ first, last, and all the time.” They will not 
only be so instructed but the resolutions of 
instruction will be as laudatory of the Ne- 
braska leader as either he or his most ardent 
admirer could ask for. There is no sense in 
keeping out of a bandwagon when it is com- 
ing’ your way, and the Tilinoisans regard Mr. 
Bryan as good as nominated now. 

But having gone through with this per- 
formance the Illinois democrats have deter- 
mined to handle IMinois matters as seems to 
them most proper. This means ‘they will 
elect a member of the national committee 
who sults them whether it suite Mr. Bryan 
or not. 

Roger Sullivan of Chicago will be, on this 
program, the member of the national com- 
mittee elected. The fact he is the one dem- 
ocrat in Dlinois whom Mr. Bryan does not 
want does not seem to disturb him and his 
friends in the least. They are going ahead 
just as if Illinois democratic politics was a 
matter concerning only Illinois democrats 
and what Mr. Bryan might or might not 
want had nothing to do with the case. This 
attitude ig especially exasperating to what 
Mr. Sullivan and his friends call the Jack- 
sonville crowd,“ meaning thereby M. F. 
Dunlap and Judge Owen Thompson of that 
city, who regard it as rank heresy, but there 
is no present promise that their objections 
will result in anything more than loudly 
voiced indignation. 


Promises Livgly Convention. 

At ‘that there are plenty of surface indica- 
tions that the democratic state convention 
will be a lively and extremely interesting 
gathering. A democratic convention of any 
kind generally is that anyhow, but having 
secured from Mr. Bryan at Springfield last 
Friday a speech in which he said he wanted 
no “ bushwhackers”’ in party control Mr. 
Dunlap and Judge Thompson think they 
have authority enough to go out and makea 
fight. Whether it will be carried to the ex- 
tent it was at the Peoria convention two 
years ago remains to be seen. 

Their platform will be that Bryan is the 
head of the democratic party and the man 
who does not do exactly as Mr. Bryan wishes 
is no democrat and a traitor to the party. 
That they, as Mr. Bryan’s closest nds in 
Illinois, are the real aposties of the party in 
the state and their commands must be obeyed 
by all democrats who wish to be considered 
as regular.“ This carries with it the inti- 
mation that if Bryan is elected nobody who 
does not carry their O. K.“ can hope for 
federal office. 


Think Bryan’s Prospects Slim. 
But it happens that the old line democrats 
of the state are a stiff necked and rebellious 
people. They have been out of federal offices 
so long they do not take the promise of them 
seriously and have not enough confidence 
in the chances of Bryan being elected to give 
away anything they have on the prospect 
of it. They have got the party organization 
in the state now and they propose to 
on to it. Then they can wait until 1912. 
So after Mr. Bryan made his Springfield 
speech they put their heads together, and

mony in the state, that Bryan would accept 
the IHinois delegation and let other matters 
alone, and the doctrine wae to be “ Forgive 
your enemies and unite for the good of the 
party.”

Tampa, Fila., Feb. 28.—[Special. ]—Friend- 
ship between the United States and Germany 
was the keynote of a speech delivered by 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, German am- 
bassador, at the laying of the corner stone 
for the German ‘society’s new clubhouse 
toda 

The ambassador declared the friendly tie 
between*his own country and America began 
in the days of George Washington and Fred- 
erick the Great and had never been severed. 
“Tt was strengthened,” he said, “by the 
fact that Prussia alone of all Furopean na- 
tions showed herself willing to enter into 
coromercial relations with America during 
the period of her distress and weakness—in 
those hard years between 1788 and 1788— 
and to conclude a commercial treaty with 
this country. | 


Both Sensible to Duty. 

“But what was it that produced this mu- 
tual esteem between George Washington 
and Frederick the Great—two men who had 
never met, and who were separated by the 
wide ocean? The answer is simple. Ameri- 
ca’s victorious liberator and the great ho- 
hengollern looked at all conditions from the 
same point of view—that w, from the point 
of view of duty. 

“A sense of duty was the foundation on 
which Washington began the development 
of this country. A sense of duty was also 
the foundation on which Frederick the Great, 
out of chaos, founded a powerful kingdom, 
and that with the help of an army permeated 
with his personal sense of duty. In the sense 
of duty lies the strongest tie which binds 
our two mighty nations.” 

Referring to compulsory military training 
in Germany, baron von Sternburg said the 
country owes to it the tremendous develop- 
ment it has enjoyed during @ period of thirty- 
seven years of peace. 


Teaches Politeness and Patriotism. 


“ This is the clearest proof, he continued, 
“that the real intrinsic virtue of nations 
military conscription lies in its educationa! 
and formative importance. It is in Germany 
a school based on scientific principles for 
corporal education and a real school for men- 
tal development. 

“It teaches good manners and politeness, 
kindles and inflames real patriotism, and 
is a tremendous stimulus for national de- 
velopment. The German army sprang into 
existence under the house of Hohensollern 
in order to keep the enemy in check. but not 
to attack. Under this house of Germany 
it has been the most powerful means of peace 
and has furthered Germany's industrial evo- 
lution irresistibly. The same thing has been 
done for the United States by every German 
soldier who has sought his home therein.” 

Speaking of the part the German element 
has played tn the development ofthe United 
States the ambassador declared: 

Now has this been made more mani- 
fest than in several of President Roosevelt's 
inspiring speeches to the American people, 
in which he took occasion to mention Ger- 
man virtues. Whoever takes to heart the 
words of the president uttered on these oc- 
casions will render his country the highest 
service.”

Two of 
the concerns promised to heed their reques*, 
but the People’s Natural Gas company posi- 
tively refused to listen to the appeal. 

The members of the charity committee 
were told point blank that if any person is 
unable to pay for gas which heats his house 
the fuel will be turned off.

The situation which exists today with 
regard to the elevated roads and to the 
surface lines within the loop demands the 
same sort of activity and courage on the 
part of the traction committee. Rehabili- 
tation on the surface lines has been begun, 
but not in that part of the city in which 
the whole public is most vitally interested, 
Not only has the congestion downtown not 
been relieved, but it is getting worse. It 
has been suggested even that no through 
routes on surface lines be established this 
year. The elevated railroads are opposed 
to through routing their trains, but never- 
theless ask from the city the privilege of 
extending their platforms. 

The traction: committee of the council, 
through its head, Ald. Foreman, proposes 
to institute temporary through routes 
without delay on the surface lines. The 
public recognizes that the consummation 
of the plan contemplated by the street 
railway ordinances must be deferred; but 
it does not demand immediate relief. The 
council and its traction committee should 
close their ears to academic argument. 
Surface through routing can be accom- 
plished within sixty days, and a deter- 
mined policy of prosecution will bring the 


elevated railroad presidents to time so 


that the loop congestion can be relieved 
before fall. 

The public demands action, and, unless 
Tun Trisunes is mistaken, Ald. Foreman 
is a good man to get it. 


SUITS AGAINST THE CITY. 

The large majority of claimants in 
suits against a city are utter impostors or 
grossly exaggerate the injuries for which 
they seek payment. The evidence is 
abundant that there is a regular profes- 


Sion followed by people who sue cities, 


etreet car companies, and other corpora- 
tions. The ingenuity displayed by some 
of these professionals is remarkable. But 
the occasional exposure of the frauds 
through newspaper items or in illustrated 
magazine articles gives only a slight im- 
pression of the extent of the disreputable 
industry. 

The underworld of the law and of med- 
icine has its representatives who disgrace 
the honorable professions in which they 
claim membership by regular codperation 
with unworthy claimants and with. keen 
witted promoters who thrive on the 
shameful business. Only those public 
officials whose duties bring them into re- 
lationship with individuals of this type 
have much of an idea of the extent to 
which fraudulent personal injury suits are 
brought. The witnesses of the alleged 
accidents are as easily found as the vic- 
tims. Some of the victims are so skillful 
that they are willing to suffer personal 
pain as the easiest way to make a living. 

The exposure of a whole neighborhood 
as a group of raiders on the city treasury 
affords a good illustration of the extent 
of the industry in Chicago. If indications 
are trustworthy, a regular promoter of 
suits has physicians with tender hearts 
and lawyers overburdened with sympathy 
who are quick to come to the relief of the 
injured. When the same physicians and 
the same lawyers have their names asso- 
ciated with such cases too frequently 
there is just ground for suspieion. When 
the cash received by the alleged sufferers 
is compared with the damages recovered 
in the cas@s the suspicion becomes a fact. 
There is a system in the suits which 
yields a handsome profit to its managers. 

There are many cases where the city 
is at fault. Its carelessness often is the 
cause of injury to citizens. Justice de- 
mands proper redress for them. But the 
unworthy should be hunted down and 
made examples to- deter others from a 
nefarious business. Every promoter 
should be a marked man. Every physician 
or lawyer who aids one should be exposed 
and punished if possible. Every perjurer 
should be made to suffer the extreme pen- 

‘of the aa.

If exposure will 
prove a deterrent the most complete pub- 
licity should be given every case where 

the evidence of fraud is apparent. 


THE ROD IN THE SCHOOLS. 

Only a species of barbarism could be 
produced in New York if the board of 
education of that eity should be guided 
by the report of its committee on disci- 
pline and should attempt to reénact the 
ancient and honorable code-of punishment 
by the rod. It could revive only the crudi- 


ties and none of the delicacies of the old 


system. The refinements would be impos- 
sible of attainment, and without them 
corporal punishment of school children 
becomes merely the application of adult 
physical force to unresisting, or, at most, 
squirming juvenile matter. 

As such it could not be tolerated. The 
old system, with its refinements and its 
delicacies, could be excused. It operated 
to stimulate the imagination, develop the 
resourcefulness, and encourage the latent 
genius of the subject. It was mental as 
well as physical in its effect. In a large 
city it would lose all but its merely phys- 
ical aspects. In the schools they develop 
imagination, priginality, and resourceful- 
ness in other ways now. 

In other days it was a stimulus te the | 
youthful mind when the young offender 
was sent from the schoolroom to select, 
ent, and bring back with him the rods to 
be used upon his person in expiation of 
some offense against the pence and secur- 
ity of the schoolroom. One can almost 
see the young mind growing as the boy 
wanders dolefully forth, hesitating be- 
tween the relative merits of elder bru:h 
aud hickory as considered for applieitiun 
to his own person, pondering carefully the 
thickness of the rods and their durability, 
fearing lest his timidity lead him to’return 
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his mind is being developed, 

What chance is there for euch mental 
exercise in New York or in any large 
city? What chance is there in such local- 
ities for any of the refinements of the 
code? What chance would there be for 
this generation of New York school boys 
to acquire that delicate in 
forewarns when it would oe advisable 
to add a shingle to the persona] attire or 
to put on several pairs of breeched, rein- 
forced with much cotton? 

These are the refinements of corporal 
punishment.

both King Manuel and his uncle will be- 
come the objects of other murderous attacks 
such as the oné which resulted in the recent 
death of King Carlos and the crown prince. 

The youth and inexperience of King Man- 
uel constitute no protection or claim to the 
pity of his would-be assassins. 

That was shown on the day of his father’s 
death, when he himself was wounded in the 
face and in the arm, his mother, the now 
widowed queen, escaping in_an altogether 
miraculous manner from being hit by the 
perfect hail of bullets that poured upon the 
royal equipage, it being the avowed inten- 
tion of the assailants to kill all the occupants 
of the carriage, thus wiping the reigning 
house out of existence. 

For the duke of Oporto, had he not been de- 
layed at the wharf, where the king had just 
landed, would have been immediately be- 
hind his brother’s carriage, in his automobile. 

Of course if King Manuel and the duke of 
Oporto were out of the way there would still 
remain Dom Miguel, the exiled duke of 
Braganza, and legitimist pretender, and his 
three sons, the duke being the only son and 
heir of ex-King Miguel, who was in 1833 
driven from the throne that he had usurped 
and banished along with his descendants 
forever from Portugal, not only on account 
of his unlawful assumption of the crown 
but likewise because of his repeal of the con- 
stitution and his medievally savage des- 
potism. 

— 


The present duke of Braganza is, however, 
a stranger in Portugal, was born and bred 
in Austria as an Austrian, and makes his 
home in the dominions of Emperor Francis 
Joseph. 

Moreover, his mother, now a Benedictine 
nun, and an inmate of the great Benedictine 
convent of St. Cecilia, on the Isle of Wight, 
is not a lady of sovereign rank but of the 
noble mediatized house of Lowenstein- Wer- 
theim, while his two eldér sons have con- 
ducted themselves in such a fashion as to lead 
to their being deprived of the commissions 
which they held in the Austrian and Saxon 
armies, the duke's youngest and third son 
being but 1 year old. 

It is possible, too, that the sons of the ex- 
crown princess of Brazil, although through 
ghelr father they are members of the house 
of Orleans, might by right of their mother 
and of their grandfather, the late Dom 
Pedro, last Braganza emperor of Brazil, put 
forward a claim to the throne of Portugal, 
were it to become vacant through the death 
of King Manuel, followed by that of his 
uncle, the duke of Oporto, 

But the Brazilian ex-crown princess’ sons 
are, like the duke of Bragansa entire stran- 
gers to Portugal, where they have no follow- 
ing whatsoever. 

In fact, it is safe to assume that in the 
event of King Manuel and the duke of 
Oporto being put out of the way, for a 
time, at any rate, Portugal would be sub. 
jected to the rule of a republic. 


— 

If the duke of Oporto has remained a 
bachelor it is largely because of a disappoint- 
ment in love. At one time he was en- 
gaged to the Archduchesé Marie Valerie, the 
youngest daughter of the Austrian emiperor. 

The union would have been a suitable one 
in every respect. The duke has been a most 
devoted son to his mother, has kept his name 
singularly free from scandal, and is good 
looking and good hparted. 

All the Coburg influence was cast in favor 
of the match, owing to the fact that the duke 
is a grandson of that Coburg prince who 
became King Ferdinand of Portugal, and 
who is survived by an American morganatic 
widow, Countess Edla, born as Diise Hensler 
at Boston, and at one time on the stage. 

But at the last minute it was broken off 
through the agency of Archduchess Marie 
Therese, who, as sister of the pretender 
Miguel, duke of Braganza, bitterly resented 
the idea of her niece, Archduchess Marie Va- 
lerie, becoming the bride of the prince of a 
house which condemned her brother and her 
sisters to exile from Portugal, threatening 
them with imprisonment if they set foot on 
Portuguese territory. 

Archduchess Marie/ Therese’s influence, 
supported by that of the church, prevailed. 

The engagement wat broken, in a manner 
which not only humillated the duke of Opor- 
to but Mkewise profoundly. distressed him, 
since he was greatly attached to Marie Va- 
lerle. 

The latter a couple of years later consoled 
herself by wedding her cousin, Archduke 
Francis Salvator, by whom she has a large 
family, but the duke of Oporto has always 
refused to consider matrimony since then, 
and has turned a deaf ear to all suggestions 
of marriage, either for love or for dynastic 
reasons, N

ment on the part of the French premier, 
Clemenceau. 

It is an appointment which has excited 
a good deal of astonishment, and, of course, 
much indignation among the members of 
the French diplomatic service, who thus see 
one of the fattest prizes of their profession 
given to an outsider. 

The surprise is due to the knowledge that, 
although the admiral has been remarkably 
loyal in his service to the republic, yet 
all his family associations are royalist, or, 
rather, I should say, Orleanist. 

His father, a vice admiral like himself, 
had been until the overthrow of King Louis 
Philippe the flag lieutenant and the A. D. C. 
of that king’s sailor son, Admiral the Prince 
de Joinville, and had been in attendance on 
the latter when the prince brought back to 
France the remains of the first Napoleon 
from the island of St. Helena for entombment 
on the banks of the Seine, in the Invalides. 

The late Admiral Touchard remained on 

terms of close intimacy with the prince after 
the latter’s exile, and when after his own 
retirement from active service 
elected deputy for the city of Paris, he openly 
professed his sympathies for a liberal and 
constitutional monarchy as a form of goy- 
ernment. 
Four years ago Clemenceau, as chairman 
of parliamentary commission of inquiry into 
naval matters, had occasion to visit Cher- 
bourg, where he found the present Vice 
Admiral Touchard in charge as admiral of 
the port and naval governor. 

They got on capitally together, and when 
Clemenceau left he remarked in thanking 
the admiral for all his attentions and as- 
sistance, Tou are no stranger to me. It is 
not that I ignore your brilliant services in 
the navy. But you will understand what I 
mean when I teil you that your father was 
one of my most valued friends, in spite of 
our political differences, and that his friend- 
ship and his regard have always remained 
among my most treasured memories during 
a long political career that has been full of 
digillusions.”’ . ae

The Columbia is a new theater on the north 
side. It faces Clark street and is near Di- 
vision. In years past it has been used for 
vaudeville and other things—principally 
other things. After having been extensively 
remodeled it was reopened yesterday by the 
colored stock company from the Pekin thea- 
ter in South State street. 

The Columbia seats between 800 and 900 
people. Twice yesterday all the seats were sold 


and there was a clamoring for others that 
were not for sale. This would seem to indi- 
cafe that if the colored players do their part 
the venture is likely to prove successful. 

The Pekin theater for two years has been a 
feature of south side theatricals. It is the 
only negro theater of any consequence in 
America, and the company there has built 
up a following that includes as many white 
people as colored. Frequently, in fact, the 
lighter shades are by a generous margin the 
more prominent in the audiences. A dozen 
or more musical farces, words and music by 
colored librettists and composers, have been 
costumed, staged, rehBarsed, and directed by 
colored folk, and several of them have been 
good enough to stand frequent revival.

Honolulu,“ the “ dreamy idyl of the Pa- 
cific,”” is one of these. It is little more than 
a framework on which to string the comedy 
of the Pekin’s favorite comedian, Harrison 
Stewart, and a series of choruses, but it 
serves that purpose well. Colored librettists 
stumble into the same ruts that have tripped 
the lighter complected men who are still an 
influence with them—they use a story 
merely as a convenience, and therefore the 
story amounts to nothing. 

In ‘“‘ Honolulu” Stewart impersonates a 
wealthy though eccentric negro, who travels 
from Bowling Green, Ky., to the Hawaiian 
islands in search of an heiress. Arrived in 
Honolulu, he falls into the hands of sharpers, 
and they proceed to také most of his money 
away from him. Ev'y time Ah tuhn 
round,“ he complains, “‘“Ah find a mouth 
full o' ‘give mes’ an’ a’ ahm full o“ reaches 
Though he is wealthy, he is also hungry.

The company is lively, every member of it 
works as though he or she had a personal in- 
terest in the enterprise. The singing is gen- 
erally good, the chorus numbers especialy, 
and not a few of the solos are well sung. 
There is some good dancing, and some in a 
second act finale that should be improved or 
cut out entirely. To sing and dance is pre- 
sumed to be the best thing a colored enter- 
tainer does, and it is unwise to trifle with 
this traditional asset. 

Stewart is really a clever comedian of the 
Bert Williame order. He has an excellent 
sense of fun, and while he is still making use 
of many of the older and more obvious tricks 
of farce, he forces a good many honest laughs 
out of them. When he has work that is to 
his liking he fairly earns round after round 
of laughter. The company includes, too, 
several players who have acquired ease of 
manner and a certain distinction, Jerry: Minis, 
J. F. Mores, Lottie Grady, and Josephine 
Devance, a prima donna with a clear and 
pleasant soprano voice, playing the leading 
parte. 

It is the plan to alternate the two colored 
companies between the Columbia and the 
Pekin theaters. Im the Pekin this week the 
older company is presenting Queen of the 
Jungles, with Shelton B playing the 
comedy role. There were y few 
negroes in the audiences at the Columbia yes- 
terday and the applause was frequent and 
generous.

All of these years Miss Lathrop has worked 
for the public without pay or other material 
reward. Up and down the state she has 
traveled, inspecting county Institutions and. 
when the meager expense money allotted by 
the politicians has given out, down into her 
own purse she has gone for the means of 
continuing her work. In addition she has 
visited the institutions of other states at her 
own expense and studied foreign asylums in 
the course of several trips abroad. 


— 
To one who knows the history of the char- 
itable institutions of Illinois there is some- 
thing dramatic in the devotion of this woman 
to the work she has chosen. For it was to 
the progressiveness, sympathy, and indom- 
itable will of a woman that Illinois is in- 
debted for the founding of its first insane 
asylum. 


Those who know the story of Miss La- pe oe federation of women’s clu 


throp’s peregrinations into the remotest cor- 
ners of the state in search of public wards 
will tell you that they are reminded of that 
other. woman, Dorothea Dix, who came to 
Illinois on a similar mission away back in 
the 408. Dorothea Dix devoted a lifetime 
to uplifting the condition of society’s un- 
fortunates. To lay her plan before the legis- 
lature she journeyed from Chicago to Spring- 
field in a wagon. When she reached thecap- 
ital she was taken ill and was confined toher 
bed. But so strong was her resolution that 
she caused the members of the legislature to 
come to her hotel, where from her sick bed 
she delivered the speech that resulted in 
the enactment of the law for the first Illinois 


Insane asylum. 


— , 

It was with the inspiration of this example 
that Miss Lathrop, then a girl in her 20s, 
took up her life work. There are many 
stories of how the politicians came to ac- 
cept her as a member of the state board of 
charities. Gov. Altgeld had intimated that 
he would give one of the places on the board 
to a woman, and Hull house picked Miss 
Lathrop as its ndidate. The governor 
sent her name to senate for confirmation, 
and one story has it that the politicians in 
that body approved the appointment under 
the impression that the name was “ Julius” 
lathrop. But they woke up to the fact 
that the appointee was a woman about the 
time she began to make trouble for the 
bosses who were using the asylums for pat- 
ronage purposes. 

Miss Lathrop entered upon her official la- 
bors seriously and energetically. She read 
in the law creating the state board of chari- 
ties that the members were required to visit 
the state institutions twice a year and all 
county almshouses and jails once a year. 
With the example of Dorothea Dix before 
her, she started out to observe the letter 
of that law. 4

This method failed The committee reported 
that there was no cause for actien against 
him except that he faithfully followed his 
own religion.

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Always 3 erect and when you walk 
throw back your shoulders and take that 
kink out of your backbone. This is easier 
said than done, isn’t it? Grandmother will 
tell you just how you can do it, and remem- 
ber every word she says, for she has been 
through it all herself, and has straightened 
up many a grandchild in more respects than 
one, 

Here is her rule: Throw up your chin.” 
The whole secret of standing and walking 
erect consists in keeping the chin well away 
from the breast. This throws the head up- 
ward and backward and the shoulders will 
naturally settle backward and in their true 
position. Those who stoop in walking gen- 
erally look downward. The proper way is 
to look straight ahead upon the same level 
with you eyes, or, if you are inclined tostoop, 
until that tendency is overcome, look rather 
above than below the level. 

Mountaineers are said to be as straight 
as an W.“ and the reason is because they 
are obliged to look upward so much. It is 
simply impossible to stoop in walking if you 
heed and practice this rule. You will notice 
that all round shouldered persons carry the 
chin near the breast and pointed downward. 

Take warning in time and heed grand- 
mother’s advice, for a bad habit is more 
easily prevented than cured. The habit of 
stooping when one walks or stands is a bad 
habit and especially hard to cure. 


How to Fold the Wash. 


If articles of clothing. household linen, and 
underwear are properly folded the froning 
will be found much easier. Spread a per- 
fectly clean cloth on the clothes basket and 
put all articles of the same kind together. 
Spread the articles to be dampened on the 
table, one piece at a time. 

Sheets, pillow cases, towels, and plain un- 
derwear should be dampened slightly, if at 
all. Tablecloths, napkins, and all starched 
things should be made very damp. °A great 
deal of time ig saved and the work will look 
much better if the articles are folded per- 
fectly even when dampened. Put all hems, 
selvagés, and corners together and fold. 

Roll starched articles in a cloth. Now pack 
all neatly and in the correct order in the 
basket and if the ironing is not to be done 
until the next day cover them closely with 
a cloth. Colored clothes should not be 
sprinkled until an hour or two before they 
are to be ironed, 

The most satisfactory way to sprinkle 
clothes is to use very hot water and a whisk 
broom. 

Iron the plain clothes and large pieces first; 
as constant use makes the irone smooth and 
the starched clothes will iron nicer if the 
irons are smooth. 


Economies for Sewing Room. 


Never throw away a scrap of lace, Mttle 
or big, real or imitation, even if it be badly 
soiled. Every scrap is worth saving even if 
it only is large enough to trim a collar, add 
to a stock, or finish the end of a necktle. 

Save all pleces of velvet unless they are 
hopelessly solled. Brush them carefully and 
thoroughly, roll them on a cylinder of card- 
board or wood and put them away for future 
use. They are sure to come in handy some 
time for trimming a collar, piping a waist, or 
even for adding a bow or two to the yoke ofa 
blouse. 

The same treatment should be given to 
ribbons, silks, and satins. If they are cared 
for when first put away they will be ready at 
a moment's notice for refreshing a gown or 
waist. If they are worth saving at all they 
are worth keeping well. 

Remember that ‘‘a stitch in time saves 
nine,“ and mend or darn the smallest breaks 
or rips in a lingerie waist or any washable 
blouse before sending it tothe laundry. We 
all know that when once a starts in these 
waists, if not attended to immediately the 
waist is in ribbons before long. Such care 
will greatly prolong the usefulness of such a 
garment,

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STILL “WAITING” IN MARKET. 


Wall Street Sees Only Professional Stock 
Movements—Workers Insist Roads 
Cut Dividends as Well as Wages. 


The market continues to be a matter of 
professional rallies and declines. Stocks gen- 
erally are regarded as being so low that there 
is not much inducement for bear operations 
except for turns. On the other hand, there 
is no public buying of consequence and man- 
ipulation for a rise only invites sales of long 
stocks from disabled holders. In this con- 
dition the market moves along from day to 
day. Facts which, for a time, may make for 
bullieh sentiment, soon are followed by oth- 
ers of a disturbing character. 

The old arguments about brokerage offices 
being bare of stocks and prices low are with- 
out avail so long as railroad earnings show 


decreases of from 25 to almost 50 per cent. 


The United States Steel corporation is report- 
ed to be doing lees than 50 per cent of its high 
water mark business. Other classes of in- 
dustrials are suffering equally. Those who 
look for signs of improvement have not yet 
been able to discern them, although, given 
average crops, it is inconceivable the coun- 
try should not return te a normal degree 
of prosperity.

11,400,000 less than they were six months 
ago. In New 4 — the remarkable Increases 
in deposits which characterized the bank 
statements at the turn of the year have 
siackened and the surplus reserve has ceased 
to steadily mount, This latter should be a 
good indication of returning business activ- 
ity, but it happens for some reason not to be 
so. Statistics do not indicate the failure of 
the reserve to rise because an increased de- 
mand of trade. 

But so far as the pries of securities are 
concerned good stocks look like good invest- 
ments at these quotations, even should there 
be some reduction in common stock divi- 
dends. For the actual investor the return is 
sufficiently large and with the belief that the 
present situation must clear up there is pros- 
pect of profits in am increase in the value of 
the investment itself.
